EDITOR GAZETTE :—In coming from 


f San Francisco over the S. P. R. R , the 
gateway to this section of California, is 
through the San Fernando Tunnel, said to 
be the longest but one in the United 
States. Emerging from the tunnel we 
then soon enter the San Fernando valley, 
and as we pass along down grade, we pass 
the old mission of San Fernando, the 
foftncr home and headquarters of Andres 
Pico, the generalissimo of Los Mejicanos 
in 184$, who, in the Mexican war, at the 
head of a small army, confronted General 
Fremont on the slope of El Gabilan, only 
to be put to an inglorious flight before 
the veterans under the Path-finder, who 
came like a whirlwind to this place and 
planted his cannon upon a hill overlook- 
ing the town, not over 100 yards from 
where I now write. It is worthy of note 
to mention that two of the 
cannons 


brought into this valley by General Fra- 
mont, are now to be seen at the court 
house doing silent sentinel work ; they 
show plainly the effects of time and rust, 
having been buried for years, and are in- 
teresting relics of those days when our 
government had that little biush with 
Mexico, and having whipped her into 
subjection, took a slice of her domain, of 
which this section is a part. 


The old Mexican general, above men- 


tioned, walks the streets of Los Angelos 
almost daily, his whitened locks and tot- 
tering steps tell the tale of hastening 
time that will soon cut his form low. 


Leaving the old mission rancho we 


soon reach the Los Angelos River and 
see all around vineyards, groves and Eden 
looking homes. Visitors usually are taken 
by surprise on their first arrival in the 
city. 
With all that has been heard and 


ead concerning this place, it is difficult 
or the mind to grasp the realities of the 
urroundings of Los Angelos, the Queen 
f the Angels, as the name implies. Coni- 
ng in the winter season the surprise and 
dmiration are the more noted, 
The 


eauty and freshness of spring and sum- 


mer, meet the eye every where and one is not 
ong in finding out that he is in a thriv- 
ug, bust'mg city, beyond what he cx- 
ected.

RAILROAD CAR. 


BRADFORD, Jar, 15.—One of the most 


terrible disasters in the history of tbe oil 
country <x curred to-day in the burning 
and total destruction of a train that was 
crowded vitb passenger*. Tbe most re- 
markable thing about the accident was 
the wondtrful escape from death by fire 
and wreck of all but three of the passen- 
gers. 


—Mr and Mrs. James C. Townsend, an 


aged and much respected couple residing 
in the village of Oyster Bay, L. T., were 
found Ijing on the kitchen floor, and 
morning last week, unconscious and cov- 
ered with blood. They had been robbed 
and the robber had evidently intended to 
kill them both, but though seriously in- 
jured both are living and may recover.

The driv ing wheels scattered the burn- 


ng fluid iu every direction. Doxvo the 
grade thundered the train. In less than 
a minute after the river of oil was ignited 
he heat was go fierce that the windows in 
be engine cab and passenger's coach were 
cracked. 
Long tongues of flame jumped 


out of the dense black smoke and licked 
the interior woodwork of the car 
The 


revolving « heels threw showers of burning 
oil upon th.; bottom of the cars. 


Engineei Sexton retained his presence 


of mind, and instantly reversed his ma- 
chine, which brought the train to a brief 
standstill in the midst of the conflagration. 
The burning oil jumped 400 feet ahead of 
theengine.iicking up everything before it 
There was (ire on all sides. The situation 
was au au ful one. 
The engineer saw that 


to remain in that river of fire meant death 
to all, JJe opened wide tho throttle and 
the locomotive shot fornard at a terrible 
rateof speed. The tun was nude through 
the lire, but the end was not, yet. 


Ahead was a sharp curve. 
The engi- 


neer, who was badly burned about the 


"The first intimation I bad of the fire 


was a feeling of intense heat which all at 
once pervaded tbe coach. I was startled 
by the crackling and snapping of the win- 
dows. Tongues of flame leaped through 
the apertures. I then realized that thd 
train was on fire. I started for the doot 
but was driven bacK jy tbe fierceness of 
the heat. If I bad remained in the centre 
of that car one miuutc I would have been 
burned to death. As a last resort I 
jumped through a window nud landed in 
a deep snowdrift. I think most of the 
passengers escaped by jumping from the 
windows, while a few made their escape 
through tbe doors.
